Reason for Pride in Gallant} 


Way Army Has Stood 
Onslaught 


COLOSSAL STRUGGLE 


Britain Sinks All Differences 
and Gives Every Thought 
| to Haig’s Army 


|. LONDON, March 22.—(By Arthur 
|Draper.)—-The greatest and probably 
the decisive battle of the war finds the 
British lines firm. On the second day 
the smoke cleared sufficiently to dis- 
close Sir Douglas Haig's men defend- 
ing their positions confidently. 


Under the eyes of the kaiser, Gen- 
erals Hindenburg and Ludendorf?f, the 
enemy has made his first attempt of 
the fourth year of the war to biast, 
smother and crush his way to a Ger- 
man peace, but it has proved a fall- 
ure when the size of the forces en- 
gaged in the mad rush along the bat- 
tle front between the Scarpe and the 
Oise is considered. 

The Allies have every reason to fee! 
proud of the gallant stand of the 
British and confident of the future 
developments in the battle which only 
has just begun, 

The enemy clalms the capture of 
the first line, but makes no mention 
of a counter-attack which regained 
territory west of Cambral, 

Instead of gelecting some _ plvotal 
town like Verdun or dominating posi- 
tion like Vimy or Passchendaele as 
their objective, the Germang chose an 
extremely wide sector, and tried to 
smother all the advanced defences by

Was to Squeeze 
Off Big Salient 


In a battle that has rivalled in fer- 
ocity any that has preceded it dur- 
ing three and a half years of warfare, 
the British, on a 60-mile front, have 
withstood a great German offensive in 
its initia} stages. At some points the 
British line has been bent back, but 
not as much as had been expected by 
military experts acquainted with the 
forces the Germans had brought up 
and the power of the guns they had 
upon and behind the lines. 

As the result of the struggle on that 
part of the front just west of Ca:n- 
bral, where the fighting apparently 
was hottest, the British line nowhere 
has bee broken, and Field Marshal 
Haig's men have inflicted frightful 
casuali4es on the enemy. 

The Berlin war office claims that 
16,000 men and 200 guns have bvoen 
captured. 

The first reports qf infantry fi¢ht- 
ing were indicative of an attempt on 
the part of the Germans to drive 
wedges into both sides of the Cambrai 
salient, isolate the British troops and 
regain the Hindenburg line from 
which they were driven on November 
22, 1917, by Gen. Byng’s forces. 

Subsequent dispatches have proved 
that this was, indeed, the plan of the 
Cerman g@ieral staff. The fighting 
on the rest of the 60-mile front was 
but a side issue to the terrific on- 
elaught aimed at Gauche wood and 
Lagnicourt, the south and_ north 
bases of the salient.

LONDON, March 22.—The news 
coming from correspondents at the 
front today that forty German alvi- 
sions were engaged in the fighting on 
the frontal attack and that the groat- 
est concentration of artillery in the 
world’s history was operating, gave 
the British public an idea of the tre- 
mendous struggle on the Weat front. 
But nothing in the dispatches, either 
from Fiel4 Marshal Haig or from the 
newspaper correspondents, had pre- 
pared them for the German claim of 
the capture of 16,000 prisoners and 
200 guns as the result of the first day's 
fichting In the new German offenaiye, 
and the disposition at the moment is 
to regard the claim as an exaggerna- 
tion. 

According to the correspondents 
the British withdrawals, where they 
were ecessary, were carried out in 
good order from advanced positions 
which, in the nature of the fighting of 


these days, it Ifad been expected 
would be given up. These are gen- 
erally believed to have been lightly 
held, 


It had been intimated that the Ger- 
mang would Gaun the capture of sev- 
eral villages, but the dispatches gave 
no hint of their names, saying only 
that it was inadvisable to indicate the 


present British line, Decause this 
would be giving information to the 
enemy. 


All the dispatches emphasize the 
heavy cost to the Germans of the 
first day's struggle, and depict the 
ground from which the British have 
withdrawn as ‘being littered with 
German dead,

Bacon and ham to 
breakfast only. The present system 
| permits the restaurant keeper to se- 
liect the one meal on five days of the 
| week on which he will serve thes

An extension of the present regula 
tions to allow beef and pork offals 
to be servet at other meals on the 
same day tnan those at which beef 
and pork are now permitted to be 
served, At present if pork js served 
at one meal then pork kidneys are 
banned at another mea! on the same 
day.

GREAT RUSH TO: 
REGISTER FOR 
VACANT LOTS 


Two Hundred Gardeners Already 
Enrolled—Board of Trade 
to Co-operate 


Tne board of trade and its asso- 
clated section will co-operate with the 
vacant lots garden committee of the 
Vacant Lots Garden and Horticult- 
ural association in the effort to bring 
large areas of land in the city and 
its immediate vicinity, which are now 
lying idle, under cultivation this year. 

A committee representing the board 
of trade «et with the vacant lots 
garden committee yesterday and 
reached that understanding. The 
board of trade representatives felt 
that the Vacant Lots club could more 
exseclvey handle the matter through 
its organization, ‘but piedged the sup- 
port of the board to the proposition, 
and will recommend that its mem- 
bers take out memberships in the Va- 
cant Lots Garden club by way of 
showing their good will, 

The joint meew.. canvassed a num- 
ber of properties within the EKdmon- 
ton zone, now lying idle, and efforts 
will be made to get into touch with 
the owners with a view to having the 
land put under cultivation, either “en 
bloc’ or as individual lots, Some of 
the tracts may be used for raising 
| pigs or chickens, the whole movement 
ibeing along the line of assisting the 
campaign for increased food produc- 
tion. 


Ask Government Aid 

In anticipation of some owners re- 
fusing their consent to the use of the 
land, the government will be asked 
for authority for a municipality to 
enforce such use, especially if there 
are arrears of taxes. No idle land 
that can be utilized, is the end which 
is sought, 

These areb usy times in the office 
of Supt, O'Farrell, of the vacant lots 
garden committee. Applications for 
lots to be used as gardens are coming 
in thick and fast-—faster, in fact, than 
lots Gan be supplied. All persons own- 
ing or controlling such lots, which are 
} Suited for garden purposes in the 
city, are requested to notify Mr. 
O'Farrell, either »ersonally or by 
‘phone, at the Civic Block, In order 
that they may be assigned to appli- 
cants, 

Already there are over 200 mem- 
bers enrolled, and the cultivation of 
at least 300 vacant lots is assured. 
There is room for many more, and 
prospective members are urged to en- 
rojl at once and send in thelr applica- 
tions for lots, 

Ready for Plowing 

The committee is preparing to let 
a contract for plowing the lots, and 
will start work on the land as soon 
as the weather permits. Lots taken 
by the club members will be plowed 
at cost, and well plowed, The com- 
mittee yesterday voted to purchase a 
disc and may conclude to buy a sec- 
ond machine for the South Side if 
the growth in membership there war- 
rants it. The disc will be used to 
follow the plow on new breaking and 
will be used on lots which have al- 
ready been cultivated. In the latter 
contingency it will prepare the land 
even better than plawing, 

A proposition {s on foot to hold a 
big fall exhibit for the vacant lots 
gardeners, with prizes for the best 
gardens, and also for the best produce 
in various lines, There would also 
be prizes for the best district exhibits 
and for the best specimens of canned 
fruits and vegetables. Such a show 
would undoubtediy be one of the most 
interesting and stimulating things for 
the vacant lot garden movement 
that could be conceived. It is only 
a matter of tinancing,

Today there 
are from thirty to forty established 
businesses for the buying end selling 
of raw fura that come down trom the 
north for the tanning of them and 
for the meking wp of them into fash- 
fonable fur garments and rugs whith 
are then distributed all over the 
world, That all the industries con- 
nected with this fur trude will event* 
ually make Hdmonton their  head- 
quarters, there is Iktle doubt, but 
what it will eventualy mean as a 
source of wealth for the city is beyond 
the Calculations o. the ordinfry man 
in the etreet. 

It. ill perhaps surprise many to 
find that, in view of the pogsibilities 
of the tremendous expansion in this 
clty as a fur centre, that some of the 
biggest traders have not estopped at 
stocking their 6tores with pelts, but 
have gone to the length of éstablish- 
ing if not fur manufactures at least 
fut farms. There ie at Lac ta Biche, 
for instance, an island belonging to 
Mr. Trudel, of this city, which is the 
home of a couple of hundred wild 
cats, black and rod foxes, ekunks and 
other animals who carry their wealth 
on their ack in the shape of valu- 
able fur. ! 

As figures speak generally moré 
plainly than words, it 18 intereéatin 
to note the steady rise of Canada an 
therefore of Edmonton as a power In 
the world of the fur trade. The “Fur 
‘Trade Review, in giving the records 
of the eales, import and export, of the 
United States, reveals the fact that 
Great Britain and ite dependencies, of 
which Cahada is absolutely the big- 
gest, if not the only fur trading coun- 
try, supplied the States with 70-100 
of its raw material for the manufac- 
ture of fur articles, notwithstanding 
the fact that, regardless of war con: 
ditions, Jarge shipments were made 
from eastern Russia, France and the 


Argentine. The figures compare as 
follows: France, from $1,380,802 10 
$1,672,727; Russia, from $1,451,389 


to $1,989,158; United Kingdom, in- 
QGluding Canada, $8,614,750 to $11- 
$89,812, northern Canada alone reach- 
fas the magnificent figure of $5,029,- 
Of Interesting news and réports 
from the north, both for the fur trad- 
ers and the Edmonton people, this 
city abounds, and it is hoped that the 
futues of this énormous source of 
atural wealth will be of considerable 
terest to its citizens. 


The Beaver in Hf 

A unique affition to the food sup- 
Plies of the country will be the flesh 
of 600 beavers, which the provincial 
authorities will slaughter in Algon- 
quin Park. The proteation afforded 
them in this forest reserve has acrést- 
ed their rapid extinction, caused by 
the destruction of beaver dams by 
lumbering operations and the opening 
up of the north coun The killing 
of beavers primarily for their flesh 
instead of their fur will be a novelty. 
The fact that this distinctively Cana- 
dian rodent—Caggor Canadensts—has 
become plentiful again, at least in one 
district of the country, fefalls the 
Ae part which {ft played In early 

nadian history, The story is one 
of thé romances of the French regime. 
In the absence of coin, beaver skine 
served as currency; in fact, the eco- 
nomic life of tho etruggling colony 
depended upon the beaver from the 
beginning of French rule, In the mid- 
dle of the seventeenth century, Iro- 
quols raids paralyzed the country by 
a stoppage of the fur trade. Park- 
man, who devotes many pager of his 
glowing narrative to this traffic, so 
rich in picturesque qualities, thus de- 
ecribes the relief of the coloniste when 
peace was declared in 1653: 

“The fut trade was reetored again, 
with promise of plenty; for the beav- 
er, profiting by the quarrels of their 
human foes, had of late greatly multi- 
ge It was a change froin death to 
ife; for Canada lived on the beaver, 
and robbed of this, her only suste- 
nance, had been dying slowly since the 
strife began.” 

It was the practice of the king of 
France to give ® monopoly of the fur

burdened With such a masse of Veaver 
skins that the market was comiplete- 
ly glutted and he found himself bank- 
fupt, as the French hattérs would 
take only a part. Another company 
Which took over the busine war 
compelied by Royal edict to pay a 
fixed price for all the skin@ offered. 
“Al Canada,” #aye Parkman, “think- 
Ing itself sure of its price, rushed into 
the beaver trade, and the accumuia- 
tion of unsalable furs vecame suffo- 
cating.’ The principal merchants of 
the colony, under preasute from ‘the 
king, then of@anized to handle the 
traffic, and acquired from their prede- 
cessors at half price 600,000 beaver 
skine, of Which they burned threc- 
quarters, after vainiy imploring the 
king to order French hatters to put 
three ounces of beaver fur into every 
hat they made. Despite these period- 
ical calamities, the beaver trade con- 
tinued to be the chief enterprise of 
the countfy. Of a later era Parkman 
wrote: 

“In the eighteenth century Canada 
exported 1 moderate quantity of tim- 
ber, wheat, the herb called ginseng, 
and a few other commodities, but 
from first to last whe lived on beaver 
okinsg’ 

“peaver skins,” he adds, “had pro- 
duced an effect akin to that of gold 
in our own day.” It was a huge evil, 
baneful to the growth and morals of 
Canada, Many of the moet active and 
vigorous men in the econ, took to 
the woods to follow the trade illicitly. 
These Jawiess adventurers, known as 
courours de bois, became scarcely 
digtinguishable from the natives in 
their modes of life, and were the 
plague of the Crown and the sorrow 
of the church; but they were the in- 
evitable result of the eystem which 
sought to monopotize the richés of the 
country for the king and his favorites. 

The romance of the beaver trade 
has gone forever, like the comance of 
the ages in whicu it played so great 
a role, but every Canadian who has 
fead the early history of his country 
must ‘have a sentimental interest in 
the beaver, and will rejoice that it is 
again finding a habitat in which It 
can increase and multimy. 

Canada’s Supply of Hides 

Leather manufacturers are becom- 
ing much perturbed regarding their 
supply of hides and skins, Owing to 
the relative smallness of the available 
home supply, generally speaking, 75 

er cent. of the hides and skins util- 
zed in Canada for the production of 
leather are imported. In 4!l we draw 
upon over 40 coumtries for our annual 
e@upply. 

Although the requirements of the 
Dominion are increasing, the quantity 


of hidés and skins obtainable from 
abroad has been diminishing ever 
since the outbreak of the war, the 


total imports last year being 44,378,- 
468 pounds, compared with 64,856,440 
in 1913. This is a decrease In the 
three years of over 45 per cent. The 
principal causes are inadequate trans- 
portation faciMties and embargoes. 
Canada’s chief source of supply ts 
the United States, last year over 45 
Per cent. of our imports of hides and 
skins coming from ‘that country, the 
quantity being 20,369,874 pounds. 
This is about ‘two million pounde In 
excess of the quantity imported from 
that country prior to the outbreak of 
the war. Argentina ranks next as a 
source of supply, but whereas in 1913 
we obtained from that country 16,- 
257,000 pounds, last year it sank to 
7,429,000. France, instead of furnish- 
ing us with nearly 9,000,000 pounds, 
as in 1913, fast year would only spare 
1,281,667 pounds, When in 1915 New 
Zealand shipped us 12,278,000 pounds 
of hides and skins it Was thought that 
in that market was found a hopeful 
@ource of supply. Last year, however, 
imports from thet country sank to 
6,611,997 pounds. The quantity re- 
celved from Great Britain has run 


million pounds annually, but that 
country only supplies us with a emall 
part of our total requirements. During 


the three years the f!mports from 
Australia rose from 461,410 pounds 
to 1,274,115, and those from China 


from 140,940 pounds to 1,184,617,

Tho extent to which these re- 
strictions will ultimately {Interfere 
with Canada's import trade with that 
country {n hides and skins is un- 
known. But as tannerg in this coun- 
try have been unable to secure deliv- 
ery of orders placed some time ago 
the uncertainty as to the ultimate ef- 
fect of the American restrictions nat- 
urally tends to increase their alarm 
The larger manufacturers, fearing 
they may he compelied to close down 
thelr plants, are making an effort to

Direct Taxation 

Mr. Turgeon said the provincial 
treasurer was to be congratulated on 
having a deficit, as it showed the gov- 
ernment was gtving attention to the 
people of the province, and he said 
that no increased production could 
take place without increased financial 
benefit to the people at iarge.

(By Wm. Morgan, Cairns, Alta) 
“The call to every corner of the 
world is produce more food, and the 


call is to every individual direct. There 
is no room for loafers In this day of 
need. What are we doing here? What | 
of our past few years? 

Hight years ago there were only a) 
few patches of cultivated land to be 
seen, and any stock could roam at 
their own sweet will, but there were 
few of them. That Spring a good deal 
of land was taken up, some broken up 
and seeded to provide feed grain for 
future work, and a_ considerable 
amount was broken and cultivated for 
seeding in 1911, Since then very little 
harness has been a day idle that 
could be put to use. So that the better | 
land on the different holdings is now 
under cultivation. 

Best Wheat Grown. 

Wheat of the best is generally grown 
and there is no reason why the very 
best should not, and could not, be 
grown for there is always abundance 
of the best at threshing time, and) 
much of the finest goes to the market | 
in the ordinary way. 

Now those who have not the best, 
if they would arrange with their neigh- 
bors who have, that all secondary or 
mixed grains be sold for milling pur- | 
poses and the money received go to get 
pure, clean, No. 1 seed the whole dis- 
trict would benefit. 

Kitchener wheat is being sought for 
just now and $10 a bushel is being of- 
fered for it—and it can’t be had. Yet 
we know of some of this same wheat 
going to the car in the fall, of as fine 
a sample as need be and not a weed 
seed in it. 

A little foresight and neighborly ar- 
rangement might avoid much that 
hinders and delays our best achieve- 
ments. Cultivation is good and pursued 
with energy. Perhaps we sometimes 
attempt more than we can overtake in 
our short working season, but should | 
that season keep open for a week or 
two more than is at times the case, 
that attempt is worth the risk, or loss | 
should we not get a final successful 
finish,

Free Official Tests at Several 
Centres —- Possible Also 
At Home 


The Department of Agriculture ad- 
Vises testing of all seed grain to re- 
duce the danger of light yields. Seed 
tests may be either made at home or 
at official centers, Tests may be had 
from the folowing places: The Seed 
and Weed branch, Edmonton, the Pro- 
vincial University, the Provincial Ag- 
ricultural schools at Olds, Claresholm 
and Vermilion and the Dominion Seed 
branch, Calgary. Oover a hundred 
grains should be sent. Some of the! 
banks have also installed seed testers 
for the use of their patrons, 

Testing may be satisfactorily done 
at home with reasonable care. The 
best method of testing is in ordinary 
soll, A box a foot square will contain 
ten rows each way an Inch apart giv- 
ing 100 points of intersection at which 
to plant seeds. The soil should be 
about three inches deep and the seeds 
should be put in an inch deep. The 
soil should be kept moist. The temper- 
ature should be that of a kitchen or 
comfortable living room, fe., between 
fifty and seventy degrees. 

Seeds can be germinated quickly be- 

twen two pieces of fiannel or two 
sheets of blotting paper in a plate. 
fvaporation takes place quickly and 
water must be added frequently to | 
keep the seeds moist. They must not 
lie in water, The soil tests shows bet- 
ter the variation in germination 
strength under fairly normal condi- 
tions.. 


A record should be kept of the | 
number of plants showing in five 
and also in ten days and tiie test | 


should be complete in twelve ds 
lt is a good plan to make duplicate ! 
tests for which a box one foot wide 
and two feet long is suitable. The 
same sized box may be used likewise | 
for making comparative test of two 
samples or varieties.

About August 10 is a critical period 
in the grain production of the North-! 
West; grain that can be ripened be-| 
fore that date !s practically safe from 
frost in even the newest parts of the 
country. One night may make a vast 
eifference in the value of a crop. If) 
the grain is moderately well-advanced 
towards maturity when struck 
frost, while it may be damaged, it wil 
tas be destroyed. Of course, where 
Marquis or Red Fife is safe it would) 
he folly to grow Preiude; but whera 
Marquis or Red Fife are unsafe, Pre-| 
lude would be a good risk.

Tonight, T 
looked to see what we had home- 
grown, and found bread, butter, cot- 
tage cheese, cream, meat, potatoes, 
cabbage, and citron for fruit; surely 
a good beginning for a_ substantial 
meal, 

Two years ago past in the fall, I 
went to Wainwright and got flour 
made, a trip of 50 miles goins and 50 
coming. 
but we have a flour mill within 12 
miles of us now, and as soon as the 
weather clears I am_ going there, 
Though wheat has been a good price, 
it just meant the same labor to gtow 


| it, as when it was cheap, but ft costs 


more money in proportion in flour if 
we have the money to pay out of poc- 
ket at the store, So it Is a great re- 
lief to think we can go and load up 
so much wheat and take it to the mill 
and get a year’s supply of flour home, 
and be prepared for the busy season 
Then a good garden and a good cel- 


‘lar are pretty useful. 


We allow all 
but the calves of the cows we milk, 
are shut up all night. The cows are 
milked in the morning, then the 
calves run with them all day. 
lay our system down as a perfect mo- 
del, but I would not change it for a 
town life. 


Plenty of Mcat to Eat, 


Then we have our poultry and 
|their produce, a lamb, or a pig 
when we need it—and a share of a| 
steer for the winter, all of ovr own 
growing. In the summer we have 
green peas, beans, rhubarb, and all 


the other garden crops. If the food 
bill on the farm, and that of the town 
were compared as to cost, it would be 
a lesson in itself. Besides, on the 
farm we have everything fresh, or it 
is our own fault, 

Ts not the matter deserving of our 
serious consideration, and after we 
come to a finding, to strain every 
ability we possess to make the future 
of our race, as healthy, comfortable 
and useful as can be done, and try to 
leave at least that legacy, to endea- 
vor to leave the world better than we 
found it?

GRASSES AND 
CLOVERS AT 
FT. VERMILION 


Production of Grass Seed Proved 
Possible in Far North of 
Province 


(From Peace River Standard) 

At the experimental farm at Fort 
Vermilion, in the Peace River Valley, 
a series of duplicate plots of grasses 
and cloyer were sown in plots of 


sixtieth of an acre each, on May 24 
and 25, 1916. With the grasshoppers 
and weeds the plots did very poorly 
during the summer of 1916, and were 
left in that condition for the winter. 
In the spring of 1917 the plots were 
of such a poor stand that 
theught advisable to replow the land, 
and this wag done with the exception 
of the two plots of Meadow Fescue, 
which have done well, Doth producing 
a crop of hay and seed., The land that 
was replowed hag been kept well culti- 
vated in readiness for a new start 
another spring. 

Lhe object of the duplicate plots 
was to see if it would be possible to 
raise seed from these grasses in this 
north land, This was believed possible 
to do when a good beginning can be 
made, 

The plots of alfalfa were so badly 
winter and sprang killed that they 
also were plowed up, the land being 
used for other crops this season, An- 
other piece of land has been got in 
readiness for next spring when a new 
start will be made. 

The following were the dates of 
cutting of the plots of Meadcw Fescue, 
and the results obtained both in hay 
and seed production.

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|OLEOMARGARINE 
COSTS MORE THAN 
WAS ANTICIPATED 


Imitation Product Mixed With) 
Butter to Get Yellow 
| Color 


— 


Oleomargarine has now been selling 
in Canada for a mgnth or more, but 
not long enough as yet for farmers to 
decide definitely just how it will affect 
the butter market. When first offered 
on the Canadian market the substi- 
tute had a great sale. The great ma- 
jority of Canadian consumers had 
never seen oleomargarine, much less 
eaten it. It was well advertised in 
advance and curiosity alone probably 
counted for a good percentage of the 
first sales. Several grocers say that 
they are now selling more oleo than 
butter and the market for dairy but- 
ter has weakened until the retail price 
{s only a few cents in advance of the 
“over-the-counter” price on oleo. 

Choice creamery butter, however, is 
selling higher than ever and it is not 
improbable that, as a resnlt of allow- 
ing oleo into Canada, much cream, 
once made up at home, will be divert: | 
ed to the creameries., 

But consumers are not satisfied. 
During the campaign for the removal 
of the restrictions on the importation 
and manufacture of oleomargarine, 
| consumers were led to belleve that the 
product could be sold for 20 cents, or 
even less. In fact, in not a few let- 
ters that appeared in the city press the 
price of certain ingredients, entering 
{nto the manufacture of oleo, were 
quoted at 10 and 12 cents a pound and 
the impression was left that the prod- 
uct itself would not cost much more. } 
It was false hopes such as these that 
made the clamor for oleo so insistent. 
And now that consumers have gotten 
what they asked for, they find that 
j the retail price is 36 to 38 cents, or 
not very much cheaper than butter. 

The sale of oleo is hemmed about 
with many restrictions. One of the 
best is that it cannot be colored and 
coloring materials cannot be sold by 
anyone who deals in oleo. All the oleo 
sold in Canada, so far, however, has 
contained a good percentage of cream- 
ery butter which gives it the yellow 
color that consumers associate with 
good butter, Candian dairymen, how- 
ever, have not forgotten that the ad- 
mission of oleo is only a war measure 
- are prepared to agitate. for the 

restrictions as soon as peace is de- 
clared. But others doubt if they will 
be succcessful. The best work the 
dairymen’s association can now do is 
to see to it that present restrictions are 
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maintained, added to when it seems 
necessary, and strictly enforced,—

that will give profitable yield. There 
are eurlier field varieties and very 
early varieties among garden sorte, | 


but they will not return, when grown | 
for general purposes, a commensur-| 
ate profit on ‘the labor expended, It! 
has held true, as k does in practic-| 
ally all classes of grain, that the ad- 
vance has been made at a slight sac- 
rifice in yield, but as the Arthur ma- 


tures some three to ten days in ad- 
vance of the Golden Vine and Prus-| 
sian Blue varieties, depending en- 
tirely on the district, this siight loss/ 
'is a negligible factor in the parts of} 
Canada where, if the Arthur variety 


were not grown, it would ‘be practic- 
ally impossible to grow peas with | 
either satisfaction or profit. 

The Arthur variety carries its flow- 
ers in a cluster or “crown’’ at the end 
of the vines, thus differing in habit 
from the other varieties, Golden Vine 
and Prussian Blue, which bear the!r 
fiowers distributed at various points 
over the stems. It is thought that 
this characteristic renders the Arthur 
variety somewhat susceptible to in- 
jury in districts where very dry heat 
prevails at time of flowering. The 
results from southern prairie sta- 
tlons where it gives a slightly lower 
yield, especially at Lethbridge, Alta., 
tend to confirm this opinion, 

This variety serves ite best purpose 
in the northern districts, within the 
fifty-first and fifty-fourth parallels in 
Western Canada and ali the northern 
districts of the eastern provinces ex- 
tending up to the fifty-first parallel. 
Small Aistriots lying within the defin- 
ed territories, subject to both late 
spring and early fall frosts, may find 
even the Arthur variety too late for 
their peculiar conditions, It must not 
be assumed that this variety is only 
suitable where its early maturity off- 


sets its slightly lower yield. In the 
eastern provinces, in many cases, it 
yields equally well with the Golden 


Vine and Prussian Blue varieties and 
on account of its superior color and 
quality, frequently commands a high- 
ec price on the markets. The Golden 
Vine and Prussian Blue varieties are, 
| however, old standanmd sorts which give 
high yields 4nd wherever the grower 
‘has had success with either of these, 
untrowbled by the problem of matur- 
ity, we would not recommend him to 
change for the Arthur. In the ex- 
treme southern parts of Alberta and! 
Saskatchewan, we would recommend! 
these varieties in preference to thel 
earller sort. | 
In peas, like in all other classes of | 
grain in Canada, there is a keen need | 
for early, productive varieties, With-| 
in certain limits the problem of se- 
curing the combination of earliness 
| with a large yield can be solved by 
plant breeders, and it is not too much 
| to expect that the Arthur variety may 
| some day be replaced with an earlier 
maturing field sort that will give an! 
equally large yleld. Unttl that time, | 
the Arthur variety can be recommend- | 
'ed universally in Canada ¢o all farm- | 
lers who find difficulty in ripening | 
| field neas before frost or who are} 
|}anxious to grow a fairly prolific sort 
that will produce seed of fine quality 
and high market va‘ue,

Coming to Alberta thirteen years 
ago to spy out the promised land for

This pioneer Alberta breeder of Red)

Red Deer, Calgary, Edmonton, Sas- 
the time in competition against the 
champion Red Polland herd of the 
world, Ue has sold $950 worth of 
these fine cattle to F. H. Wise, of 
Galahad, and besides has sold $900 
worth of young bulls in the last eight 
months, 

Had 15 Calves in 17 Years 

When he bought his first Red Poll- 
ed cow, he did so on credit of a year's 
time, She was killed last year in her 
l7th year. She had had 15 calves, 
beginning her family life with a pair 
of twins, both heifers. The whole of 
the Elliott herd except three are frqm 
that cow or her descendants. kor 
twelve years the herd has kept on the 
increase and as time wen by the pro- 
geny were sold, though enough were 
kept to keep up the home herd, 

In 1907 the original herd of six 
head were imported from Michigan. 
From that herd he has raised from 
the present herd bull, all told, 25 head 
of bulls, and still the demand con- 
tinues keen for Red Polled bulls, 

The Red Polled cattle are found to 
be very profitable, good rustlers in 
winter and they have no horns to 
cause bruises. The Red Polled cattle 
are good for both dairy and beef and 
hence are unsurpassed as a dual pur- 
pose breed of cattle, They have the 
profit-making ability to turn feed into| 
milk or beef. Not being in-bred they} 
are found less liable to tuberculosis. | 
Milk from a Red Polled herd at Kin- 
sella has tested 7 per cent. butter fat. 

These cattle have a kindly disposti-| 
tion and are of a pretty and solid red! 
color, They are of a hardy nature 
and well suited for a farmer's cow. 
They not only have no horns, but also 
have, by cross-breeding with horned; 
cattle, a tendency to breed the horns) 


off other cattle 
Mr. Elliott finds the demand so 
keen that he can not keep the two- 


year-old bulls, They are all sold off 
as yearlings. A s a sample of the! 
cross grades, a calf, half Red Poll and 


half Shorthorn at the age of 27 
months, weighed 1,600 lbs. or over,| 
yet it was never grain fed and it 


rustied around the straw etack all 
winter long. 

J. H. Elitott & Sons farm a section 
of land at Irma with 220 acres in crop, 
a herd of 40 pure bred registered Red 
Polled cattle, 5 gride cattle, a bunch] 
of pure bred Berkshire hogs and 15 
head of horses.

straw verries, his first importation was 
too long in the mail and they died. 
However, he got a start from Mani- 
tobu and they lived, He sold over a 
thousand plants last year, grown from 
ao hunred plants imported the year be- 
fore. He has not found it necessary 


| to take any extra special care with the 


strawberries. He got them in June, 
when the ground was moist. In the 
fall, after the ground was frozen, he 
put straw over them, but takes the 
straw off them in the spring to pre- 
vent the hot sun on the straw wilting 
the plants, Last winter they were 
not covered and they came out fine. 
He has two acres set out for small 
fruits In Michigan he had an orchard 
of ten acres. He has tried applies, 
cherries and plums, bringing the fruit 
trees from Ontario, but they were not 
acclimated and they all died. How- 
ever, the currant bushes haye been 
extra successful, 
Beautifies Community 

The Elliott homestead is a con- 
6picuous beauty spot on the landscape 
for a shelter belt of trees has been 
planted around thé home, This plan- 
tation containg 1,200 trees and en- 
closes two acres, To the north and 
west shelter from the atormy blasts is 
provided by four rows with Russian 
Willow on the outskirts, Manitoba 
maple and Green Ash, To the east 
and south two rows are planted. The 
trees are plarted four feet apart on a 
zig-zag, and a few Russian Poplars 
are placed here and there through the 
grove, 

As another instance of his neighbor- 
liness, the local United Farm Women 
have secured the services gf this’ 
young man of seventy years on ac- 
count of hig successful experience in 
tree planting and horticulture, to be 
superintendent of parks for the Irma 
Agricultural society.

The Rhode Island Reds are good 
for the farm or for the city lot, easy 
to raise and easy to keep, not subject 
to disease and wil) lay in winter, are 
noted for being splendid mothers and 
hardy chicks, are easy to break up 
from wanting to set, have yellow legs 
and plenty of meat and lay large 
Their wonderful reputa- 
tion dates back many years to the 
state of Rhode Island and is the re- 
sult of a combination of the fancy 
and utility fowl of the world. 

The Rhode Island Reds‘of today are 
a successful combination well sulted 
to the farm with a heritage of stamina 
trom their hardy outcrossed ancestors, 
Their plumage is well suited to farm 
conditions, blending with the land- 
scape so that the hawk sees them 
with difficulty. The hens make splen- 
did mothers and will loyally defend 
their brood from the attacks of any 
enemies so that they can be safely 
trusted with a brood of chicks, 

The roosters have no quarrelsome 
tendencies and they can be confined 
safely on a city lot. But if given a 
chance to forage on the farm they will 
pick up a large percentage of their 
living on the farm fields or barnyard. 
The chicks will thrive with little at- 
tention from the busy farmer,

Your Directors have pleasure in presenting for your consideration thetr 
Fifteenth Annual Report of the Company's affairs as well as the Financial 
| Statement for the year ended December 81st, 1917, duly certified by the Audi- 
} tors of the Company. 

The chief {tom among the Assets is that of Mortgages on Real Estate and 
Propewties acquired by foreclosure amounting to $5.956,566.79. The mort- 
gages are upon improved Real Estate in Western Canada and yield a profit- 
able rate of interest. -Stocks and Bonds owned by the Company amounted to 
$165,507.60 or practically the same as last year. Included in this amount is 
the first instalment of $25,000.00 paid on account of the $250,900.00 subserip- 
tion to the Victory Loan. Since December 31st there has been paid another 
$75,000.00 on this account. 

Head Office Building and Site, stood at $327,504.16, about the same as the 
| previous year, 
‘Canadian Trust Company and owing the Company remains the same. 
next item of importance is that of cash on hand and on Deposit, which 
| $301 988.87, a small increase over 1916 figures. 
tajned large cash reserves throughout the entire year. 

No change has taken place with regard to the Subscribed Capital with 
but a small increase in the paid up capital, which now stands at $2,412,566.31, 
‘leaving about $14,000.00 unpaid. Debentures amounted to $1,5537,849,80. It 
is very gratifying that our Debentures showed a gain over last year as with 
the Old Country field closed temporarily so far as increasing our aggregate 
debenture holdings there and with the several large war issues floated by the 
Dominion Government in 1917, the year just closed was anything but favor- 
able for making large increases in debenture sales, This was the general ex- 
perience of all our Mortgage companies during 1917. 

It is a matter for congratulation that our maturing Sterling as well as 
Currency Debentures were so well renewed in the past year, in view of the 
many attractive investments, particularly Government Issues, which have 
been placed on the market, and to which such wide publicity and extensive 
advertising have been given. It is only additional evidence that loan com- 
pany debentures are held in high regard by the investing public, 
valuable organization possessed by the Company, your Directors have reason

to believe that, with the requisite amount of effort put forth this year, our | 
debenture sales will materially increase and show a substantial gain over the | 


preceding year. 

The Company’s Profits for the year—after the deduction of all manage- 
ment expenses, and providing for interest and all other charges, were $206,- 
388.08, or slightly under $1,900.00 less than the previous year. From the 
various reports of our leading Mortgage Corporations, which have come to 
hand, it has been noted that the profits for 1917 were, for the most part con- 
siderably less than for the preceding twelve months. The high rate paid for 
borrowed money, large cash reserves maintained, tnactivity in the loaning 
department due to the temporary decreased demands for good loans, were 
,;some of the chief reasons for a reduction in earnings last year among our 
Mortgage Companies. 

After careful consideration of the existing conditions which may rightly 
be termed War Conditions, your Directors deemed it sound business and in 
the best interests of the Company to reduce the dividend rate, and, accord- 
ingly, instead of paying the usual rate of 8 or 9%, two half-yearly dividends 
at the rate of 5% per annum, were paid. This enabled the Company to carry 
over a much larger amount of surplus profits than usual and therefore 
| strengthened the financial position of the Company. 

After paying all expenses, providing for interest and other charges, as 
well as dividends amounting to $120,366.61, and writing off the sum of $31,- 
087.37 representing depreciation in Bank stock held by the Company, there 
remained to the credit of Profit and Loss Account $70,678.11.

or $277,000,000,00, was secured from British investors. After the outbreak of 
the war [t soon became evident that Canada's supply of capital from Grent

capital. Naturally attention was directed to the United States, our next best 
customer as a purchaser of our sevurities. It is interesting to record that 
the United States did respond even more readily than was anticipated, but with 
the advent of that Country into the war, conditions changed and Canada was 
finally thrown upon her own resources and obliged to finance her own under- 
| takings. 

How well, and how quickly and with eagerness this country met the new 

and changed order of things is clearly reflected in the unprecedented total of 

| Bond Issues in Canada in 1917, amounting to $726,325,000, as compared with 
$16,917,362 in 1916, $341,892,871 in 1915, and $272,935,067 in 1914, Of the 
record total borrowings in 1917, it is of especial note that the Government 
portion amounted to $676,000,000, due to the several issues of war bonds. It 

{s of further interest to know that Canadian investors subscribed the large 

sum of $664,000,000, or in other words, about twelve times the amount esub- 

scribed in Canada in either of the years 1913 and 1914. 

With the expenditure of these large sums of money in the Dominion, the 
effect on general conditions throughout the country is seen in the evident 
prosperity reflected in practically every branch of our industrial and commer- 
cial life. Bank clearings, export trade and agricultural returns, for instance, 
broke all previous records. 

All these indications point to a return of prosperity to our country and 
with the vigorous campaign inaugurated for increased agricultural produc- 
tion, with the prevailing high prices, there 1» every reason why we should all 
look forward to a continuance of this prosperity even during the period of 
the world war. As to the period following the war, little apprehension need 
be felt as to the future of this great and growing Dominion.
